The claim upon the part of attorneys that 
it is their duty to do all in their power for 
their clients is not well taken, and is not 
true. No man, lawyer or otherwise, should 
do anything and everything in his power 
to hinder justice overtaking any wrong- 
doer or criminal, no matter how much 
money the wrong- -doer’ or criminal pays 
him so to do: 

And any lawyer who is not man enough, 
has not honor and honesty enough to forgo 
financial consideration for the sake of right 
and justice ought not to be allowed to prac* 


tice law, and should quit the profession — 


and enter some other field of activity. As 
a fit substitute for such a lawyer we would 
suggest porch-climbing, burglary, auto 
bandicy or ship-scuttling. There is also 
still wide opportunity in politics, meat and 
fish_trnst_ventnres and. othercorporate 
piracy... And incidentally it-may—be-re- 
marked, in passing, that all these latter 
named ‘activities are in no manner worse 
tlian ‘is the prostitution of. professional 
knowledge and brains to enable such crim- 
inals to escape just punishment for the 
crimes they have committed. The alleged 
lawyer who makes it possible, by techni- 

cality or otherwise, for a wrong-doer or 
criminal to escape justice and just punish- 


ment is a party to the crime and merits as! 


severe a punishment as the client he assists ; 
in criminality. 

We read récently in the dispatches of a 
treat lawyer refusing, to shak@hands with 
the man he had just eleared-of-a_grave 
eriminal charge, saying. to him when he 
wanted to shake hands,: ‘*get out, damn 
“you, you ‘are as guilty as hell, and you 
know it, andT know it.’”? Now, we claim, as 
a matter of professional ethics and man- 
hood and honor, that that lawyer should 
be debarred: We certainly would not under- 
take to defend against the laws of our 
country any man with whom we would not 
shake hands with because of our knowledge 
of. his guilt. 

Very few lawyers of the present day, 
probably, are going to agree with us in this 
logic, but we do not care. If not a single 
one of them on earth agrees, still is this 
logic true as the everliving gospel. Many
